It  is  curious,  and  far  from  satisfactory,  to  ob8er\'e  how 
completely  the  public  attention  has  been  drawn  off  from 
Uw  only  real  danger  that  threatens  Protestantism,  and 
eniinwi  by  what  it  has  invited,  which  amounts,  as  is 
agreed,  to  no  more  than  an  affront.  “  One  man," 
the  proverb,  “  may  steal  a  horse,  while  another  may 
Jt  look  over  a  hedge,"  and,  in  illustration  of  this  homely 
truth,  the  Puseyites  are  permitted  to  steal  by  -the  troop  from 
the  Protestant  inclosure,  while  measures  are  debated  to 
mard  the  ground  agaiust  the  mere  hankerings  of  Rome. 
®^re  is  a  point  where  there  is  peril,  and  there  is  a  point 
where  the  genius  of  tho  English  people  is  a  sure  guarantee 
of  safety,  and  what  do  wo  do  ?  The  place  of  admitted  peril 
we  leave  unguarded,  while  we  busy  and  distract  ourselves 
in  throwing  up  barriers  and  entrenchments  around  what  is 
lufficienly  secure.  But  an  affront  is  to  be  resented,  we 
tre  told,  and  to  resent  an  itff  ont  is,  it  seems,  a  more 
urgent  matter  than  to  suppress  a  treason ;  so  the  garrison 
leaves  one  of  its  gates  in  possession  of  an  internal  enemy, 
while  it  is  exerting  all  its  force  to  chastise  an  empty  bravado 
from  without. 

What  said  Lord  John  Russell  in  tlie  first  resentment  of 
the  Papal  aggression,  under  the  first  smart  of  the  insult,  and 
whan  4e  disposition  certainly  could  not  be  to  underestimate 
iti  effects : 

Clergymen  of  onr  own  charch,  who  hare  subicribed  the  Thirty¬ 
line  Artklee,  and  acknowledged  in  explicit  temii  the  Queen’s  lupre- 
Biey,  have  been  the  moit  forward  in  leading  their  flocks,  **  step  by 
itcp,  to  the  very  verge  of  the  precipice.”

There  is  only  one  way,  however,  in  which  the  irritation 
can  pass  away,  and  that  is  by  the  success  and  prevalence  of. 


being  the  fact,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  affairs  of  the  see  are 
not  as  well  ordered  as  they  might  be  if  there  were  less  to 
do  in  pocketing  fines,  and  making  the  most  of  leases  and 
ground-rents.  The  two  masters  cannot  be  served  equally 
well,  and  one  of  them  makes  immense  demands  on  tho 
surveyor’s  office ;  wo  do  not  mean  the  surveyor’s  in  the 
!  episcopal  sense,  but  the  land-surveyor’s,  tho  colleague  of  tho 
ever  active  attorney. 

There  is  another  reason  for  the  inactivity  of  the  Bishops 
in  enforcing  discipline,  tho  expense  of  proceedings  in  Eccle¬ 
siastical  Courts,  to  which  prelates  passing  poor  with  many 
thousands  a-year  are  not  equal.  Sir  B.  Hall  has  excellently 
handled  this  lion  in  the  path  in  his  letter  to  the  Bishop  of 
London  :

think,  in  the  present  state  of  aflTain,  any  interpoeition  on  the  part  of 
the  Legislature  was  necessary  ;  but  that  if  be  should  find  the  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  the  law  was  such  that,  in  the  general  opinion  of  the  arch¬ 
bishops  and  hishope  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  performanoe  of 
Protestant  wonhip  oould  not  be  maintained  without  some  alteration 
of  the  law,  an  application  would  be  made  to  the  Crown  on  the  sub¬ 
ject.  This  wss  not  a  very  satisfactory  announoement  to  the  laity, 
after  ten  years  of  consideration  by  the  episcopal  body.  Lord  J.  Rus- 
sell  also  said  that  the  proceedings  to  be  taken  would  be  very  expen¬ 
sive.  Those  proceedings  must  of  course  arise  in  the  Bocloeiastioal 
Court.  1  am  aware  that  your  lordship  knows  that  the  expense  of

And  how  is  it  that  the  Church  has  been  brought  to  this 
helpless,  cureless  pass  ?  What  have  the  bishops  been  doing ; 
wliat  are  they  doing  ;  what  do  they  propose  doing  ?  All  lies 
in  one  word.  Nothing.  They  plead  inability.  They  aver 
that  they  have  not  tlie  power  to  put  down  the  schism  split¬ 
ting  the  Church  and  angering  its  congregations;  and 
they  do  not  ask  to  be  furnished  with  the  power,  nay, 
the  Primate  deprecates  the  means  of  obtaining  it.  And 
there  are  persons  who  think  it  best  it  should  be  so,  and 
that  the  Church  of  England  should  include  within  its  pale 
as  wide  a  range  of  dissent  as  exists  without  it,  and  who 
would  tolerate  Romanism  rather  than  give  a  victory  to 
Calvinism,  and  wlio  are  content  to  bear  with  the  pranks 
of  High  Church  in  dread  of  the  asceticism  of  Low  Church.

Though  it  csniiot  be  said  of  Heethoven  as  of  Shakspoare, 
that  he  "  exhauated  worlds,”  yot  it  may  bu  coiindeiitly  afhrmcd 
that  he  "imagined  new”  oiu-s,  musically  sjicakiiig.  'I'iH  he 
arose  it  was  supposed  that  his  two  illustnous  predecessors, 
Haydn  and  Moxart,  bad  left  nothing  fiirihcr  to  be  aehieveil 
in  tho  form  of  symplioiiy,  or,  at  least,  till  generations,  per¬ 
haps  ages,  had  passeil  away,  and  new  suocessions  and  com¬ 
binations  wore  tliscovured.  Tho  Heroic  Symphony,  however, 

iiroduced  in  lIMM,  not  ten  years  after  Haydn  ha»l  completed 
lis  twelve  grand  orchestral  works,  and  only  thirteen  from  the 
time  of  Moxart's  ileccasc,  proved  that  genius  had,  even  in  so 
hriof  a  poriod,  made  its  way  into  paths  yet  untrodden,  had 
found  tlie  road  to  effects  never  before  imagined,  and  arrived 
at  a  point  that  disclosed  beauties  wliicli  fuiiey  anti  science 
nnitetl  to  create,  ami  thus  may  be  said  to  have  established  an 
cpocha  in  the  history  of  musical  composition. 

This  g^at  symiihony  w'as  tiesigned  ns  a  mark  of  homage 
to  the  chief  consul  of  France,  ami  the  Marcia  faneftre  was 
meant  to  eommemorate  (ieneral  Dessaix,  who  fell  at  the 
battle  of  .Marengo.  Hut  M.  Schindler,  Heetlioven’s  bio- 
grapher,  tells  us,  that  when  tho  vompuser— a  stem  repuli- 


lican — heart!  that  Huiiaparte  had  aHMimetl  tho  imperial  dig¬ 
nity,  he  tore  off*  the  title-page  and  flung  tho  work  on  the 
grounti,  aeoompanying  this  act  of  resentment  by  torrents  of 
execrations  on  the  "new  tyrant.”  .Any  chief  would  have 
been  honouretl  by  having  his  name  united  with  sueh  a  com¬ 
position,  for  it  is  a  splendid  iiroduction ;  ami  the  essential 
part  of  tho/wnmi/ taorcA  may  lie  oonsitlereti  as  tho  result  of 
inspiration.  Hut  at  tlio  risk  of  being  anatliciiiatizod  by  the 
far-gone  idolators  of  tho  great  master — those  who  think  him 
as  infallible  as  l*useyites  ar«  inclined  to  believu  the  I’ope — 
we  venture  to  suggest,  that  by  oinittiiig  the  rr/jco/s,  aud 
abridging  tho  repetitions,  or  reiterated  passages,  the  eflTect 
of  this  stmlime  nioveinent  would  be  much  improved.  Indeed 
we  will  be  flaring  enough  to  add,  that  ten  minutes  alistracted 
from  tho  length-^ fifty  minutes!) — of  the  entire  syniphonv, 
would  not  omy  leave  all  ite  beauties  untouched,  but  exceeti- 
ingly  improve  it,  when,  as  now,  forming  only  a  portion  of  an 
act.  Nothing  was  wanting  to  ronder  the  {icrfurmaiice  of  this 
perfect. 

The  lovely  work  of  Haydn,  being  wholly  dissimilar  in  cha¬ 
racter  to  that  of  Beethoven,  was  most  judiciously  chosen. 
The  “  Introduction  ’*  of  Mendelssohn  is  full  of  grace  and 
■weetnese  t  the  lioudo  seems  to  us  to  possess  iio  new  feature, 
or  indeed  any  distinguishing  mark  ;  but  it  was  aduiirahly 
perfuruied  by  Mr  W.  H.  Holmes.  His  touch  brought  J.  11. 
Cramer  uuito  to  our  recollection.  With  a  little  more  ohia- 
roscura  Mr  Laxarus's  execution  of  a  “Concertino’’  would 
have  entitled  him  to  unqualifled  praise.  As  to  the  composi¬ 
tion  itself,  it  eannot  boast  a  single  trait  of  originality,  and  is 
quite  guiltless  of  effeet.  But,  we  would  ask,  if  the  normal 
length  of  a  eoneertiMo  is  one  quarter  of  an  hour,  what  is  the 
allowable  duration  of  a  ooiicertons,  or  regular  concerto? 
Really  such  music,  which  only  exhibits  the  power  of  a  per¬ 
former  to  overcome  difficulties,  and  shows  how  bis  talent 
ihay  be  wasted,  ought  not  to  be  suffered  iu  a  concert  of  such 


THK  FRENCH  REPUBLIC. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  A.SSEMBLT. 

Several  subjects  of  interest  in  France  have  this  week  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  Assembly.  On  Saturday  last  and  on  Monday  a  de¬ 
bate  occumd  relative  to  the  expedition  against  the  Kabyles.  It  was 
strongly  opposed  by  the  Republican  party  and  has  been  much  cen¬ 
sured  by  the  pre»»,  but  the  motion  was  carried  by  the  Govemnient. 
General  Lanioricicre  approved  of  the  expedition,  but  wished  to  restrict 
it  within  certain  limits,  as  the  only  means  of  preventing  a  ruinous 
war.  T  he  next  question  was  the  dissolution  of  the  National  Guard 
at  Strasburg.  This  also  was  very  warmly  commented  on,  but  the 
Assembly  rejected  a  motion  of  eeiisurc  on  the  Government  by  passing 
to  the  order  of  the  day.  The  history  of  the  dissolution  is  as  follows: 
It  a|>peani  that  in  1849  the  annirersary  of  the  rerolution  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  was  celebrateil  by  a  review  of  the  National  Guards  in  Rtras- 
burg.  In  1850  the  review  did  not  take  place,  but  in  the  present  year 
it  was  thought  it  might  be  resumed.  Accordingly,  the  officers  ^ti- 
tioned  tho  Colonel  to  order  a  review.  The  Colonel  approved  of  the 
plan,  but  the  Government  agent  objected ;  and  tho  end  of  it  was  that

marked  upon  the  boldneaa  with  which  Sir  P.  Theaiger  had  repudiated 
the  principlea  of  toleration.  Conacioue  that  he  atood  alone  among 
'  the  unlreraify  menibera  aa  an  opponent  to  the  bill,  he  could  not, 
while  conaulting  the  higheat  intereata  of  the  eatabliaheil  church,  con- 
aent  to  lot  it  atand  in  the  inridioua  poaition  of  a  barrier  between  a 
large  claaa  of  the  eubjecta  and  their  religioua  liberty.  Adrerting  to 
the  difllcultiea  and  diTiatona  within  the  church,  he  truated  that  they 
might  be  cured  by  temperance  and  wiadom.  but  waa  conrinced  they 
would  only  be  aggrarated  by  aecular  interference.  All  the  argu- 
menta  In  aupport  of  the  bill  were  baaed  upon  an  hypothetical  aggrea- 
aion,  hereafter  poaaibly  to  be  dereloped,  but  which  ho  contended 
ought  to  be  lefi  for  remeily  when  it  became  aometbing  more  tlian  a 
auppoaition.  He  confeaaed  that  the  manner  an»l  language  of  the 
papal  reacript  and  Dr  Wiaeman'a  appeal  were  offentire,  but  it  wm 
the  aubatance  only  with  which  it  bei»mo  our  dignity  to  deal.  If  it 
were  true  that  the  aggreaaion  constituted  a  breach  of  the  law  of 
nationa,  how  nrepoateroua  waa  it  to  attack  by  a  law  or  atigmatiw  in 
a  miniaterial  letter  an  act  which  ought  to  hare  been  met  by  diplo¬ 
matic  remonstrance  or  a  declaration  of  war.  For  the  bill  itself 
hardly  any  serious  defence  had  been  made.  Kre^  one  seemed  to 
confess  that  it  was  either  indirect,  inadequate,  or  inconsistent.  In 
Ireland  the  measure  was  to  be  a  dead  letter ;  in  England,  a  liring 
principle.  Commenting  upon  the  abjunlity  of  YOting  upon  a  bill  in 
one  sba|»e  which  was  to  bo  passed  in  another,  the  right  hon.  member 
contrasted  the  various  legal  opinions  pronounced  u|»on  the  effect  of 
the  omissions  deeigneil  to  be  made,  and  declared  that  the  measure 
was  in  every  sense  contradictory  and  irrational.  The  temporal 
character  of  the  papal  aggression  had  never  been  fairly  proved.  One 
claaa  of  arguments,  asserting  that  the  Catholic  religion  generally 
produced  temporal  evils,  went  much  too  far.  Another  class,  based 
upon  the  assumption  that  all  acts  of  the  Pope  had  a  temporal 
aigniflcancy  because  he  held  in  Italy  the  title  of  a  temporal  prince, 
fell  just  as  much  too  short.  Interference  could  not  be  justified  until 
it  was  ahown  that  the  new  bishops  were  appointed  for  temporal  pur- 

1>oaea  and  invested  with  a  temporal  authority.  This,  he  contended, 
lad  never  been  done ;  and,  failing  in  this,  he  had  no  right  to  fetter 
the  stiiritual  liberties  of  the  Catholic  subject.  To  the  apiirehensions 
expressed  against  the  Roman  canon  law,  he  rrplietl  that  the  bill  con¬ 
tained  no  provision  to  keep  it  out.  Hut  the  fact  waa  that  the  canon 
law  would  create  a  safer  and  more  constitutional  goveniment  of  the 
t'atholic  church  in  this  country,  and  leave  it  less  in  the  power 
of  the  Papacy,  than  it  was  at  present.  It  was  a  serious  matter 
to  invoke  the  secular  authority  upon  religious  subjects;  and  to 
this  question  he  invited  the  solemn  consideration  of  tho  house.  If 
an  act  must  be  paaseil,  he  insisted  that  it  should  be  made  uniform, 
including  the  Presbyterian  and  Wesleyan  biMlies,  and  not  making 
an  invidious  exception  against  the  Catholics.  The  real  import 
of  the  Papal  measure  ha<l  been  alti'gether  misapprehended.  It 
was  a  fact  not  generally  recognisOTl,  but  which  he  quotml  many 
authorities  to  substantiate,  that  the  establishmeat  of  an  episcopate 
in  England  had  been  for  three  centuries  vainly  sought  by  the  moderate 
section  of  the  Anglican  Catholics,  aa  against  the  extreme  or  ultra¬ 
montane  party,  and  in  that  desire  had  been  supported  by  the  goveni¬ 
ment,  even  in  the  days  of  Queen  Klixabeth.  Gross,  therefore,  was 
the  injustice  of  now  seeking  to  prohibit  this  proceeilitig  under  a  pre¬ 
tended  fear  of  ultramontane  intrusion.  Mr  Gladstone  concludeil  by 
proteatin^  against  the  present  miniature  of  a  penal  law,  which  might 
bo  a  nullity  in  practice,  but  was  a  persecution  to  conscience  and  feel¬ 
ing.  It  was  disgraceful  to  attempt,  and  impossible  |>eriuaiientlv  to 
effect,  a  retrograde  step  towards  religious  intolerance.-^— Mr  DIS¬ 
RAELI  oombflj^l  the  assertion  that  the  Pope  was  practically  powerless, 
showing  that  in  times  when  Rome  was  besieged  and  humiliated  the 
Papacy  maintained  its  iminsnse  ]K>wer,  and  was  now  supported  by  an 
army  of  a  million  priests,  lie  sustained  an  hidden  purpctse  in  the 
advocacy  of  rslifious  liberty  against  the  royal  supremacy,  and 
hinted  that  the  arguments  in  favour  of  spiritual  indejiendence, 
urged  on  behalf  of  the  Catholics,  would  be  hereafter  repeated  by  the 
patrons  of  the  established  cliurch,  leading  to  a  denial  of  the  Queen's 
headship,  and  a  practical  separation  of  church  and  state.  The  very 
posaibility  of  a  contest  between  Catholicism  and  Protestantism  terri¬ 
fied  him  ;  and  under  this  apprehension,  he  examined  the  government 
measure,  and  found  it  doubtful  and  ineffectual  in  its  o|>eration. 
He  argutd  that  a  better  proceeding  was  suggested  by  Lonl  Stanley — 
to  reet  satisfied  at  present  with  a  formal  protest,  and  found  a 
vigorous  measure  upon  fuller  information.  Dwelling  upon  the 
faults  Mid  fallscies  containeil  in  the  bill,  he  yet  felt  himself  debarred 
from  criticism,  because,  not  being  a  friend  of  Lord  John  Russell's,  he 
was  bound  to  respect  his  feelings.  Believing  the  measure  utterly 
insufficirnt,  be  should  votefbr  the  second  reading  for  the  same  reason 
as  that  uiged  by  Sir  K.  Thesiger,  sharing  his  hope  that  it  might  be 
improved  in  another  stage.  Mr  Disraeli  proceeded  to  comment  upon 
ihs  sD«wch  of  Mr  Gladstone,  remarking  that  the  hon.  member  had 
not  alwa^vs  refused  hie  aeseni  to  a  measure  because  it  waa  the  reversal 
of  a  policy.  Adverting  to  eoine  passages  in  the  address  of  Sir  J. 
Graham,  he  alluded  to  the  probable  junction  of  the  right  hon. 
baronet  ♦ith  the  ministry,  and  predicted  that  no  government  could 
etMid  which  did  not  make  the  preservation  of  our  Protestant  con¬ 
stitution  the  guiding  stwof  their  policy.

Princess  Marie 
Caroline  Augusta,  ^rn  on  the  26th  of  April,  1822.  He  was  of  a 
very  chsriUble  dispasitio'n,  but  he  exercisfd  his  benevolence  at  the 
rx|WDieof  the  state,  snd  died  in  debt  to  the  amount  of  120,0004 
Adxiul  Sir  Edward  Hamilton,  Bart.,  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guiihsd  officers  in  the  navy,  died  on  the  20th  inst.

GOVERNMENT  MEASURES. 

In  the  IIon»e  of  Commons,  last  night,  Lord  J.  Rnsiell  an- 
nounceil  the  dates  upon  ^hich  the  Government  intended  to 
bring  forward  various  public  business.  The  anny  estimates 
would  be  taken  that  evening,  and  on  Eriday  next  the  Chan* 
eellor  of  the  Exchequer  would  make  his  financial  statement, 
and  in  a  committee  of  ways  and  means  propose  a  vote  for 
continuing  the  income  tax.  Only  three  Government  nights 
being  then  left  open  before  Easter,  thejr  did  not  propose  to 
proceed  with  the  Ecclesiastical  Titles  Ihll  until  after  the  holi¬ 
days,  but  would  go  into  committee  on  that  measure  upon 
May  2nd,  'Hie  noble  Lor«l  added  that  he  had  not  changed  his 
opinion  respecting  the  abolition  of  the  Lord  Lieutenancy  of 
Ireland,  might  possibly  still  introduce  a  hill  for  that 
purpose,  but,  in  the  present  state  of  busiuess,  feared  that  he 
should  uot  be  able  to  hnd  an  opportunity  during  the  current 


session. 


In  the  French  LegislatiTe  Assemhly  on  Thursday,  the  discuMion 
on  the  interpellations  lespecting  M.  Michelet’s  dismissal  was  conti¬ 
nual,  and  srentually  the  order  of  the  day  pure  and  simple  was 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  243 ;  the  numbers  being  440  to  197.  The 
debate  on  M.  Desmsre’s  motion  (which  was  to  come  on  yesterday) 
excitM  great  inteiest. - The  Austrian  papers  represent  the  insur¬

.Mr  GKATTAN  seconded  the  amendment,  contending  that  what  the 
orders  complained  of  proposed  to  do  could  be  done  only  by  act  of 

parliament _ Mr  GROGAN  aupporled  the  amendment,  and,  afl« 

reading  a  strong  opinion,  given  in  1833  by  Lord  Stanley,  against  the

Hut 
although,  when  such  institutions  as  Chelsea  and  Kilmainham  were 
originated  they  were  the  only  refuge  for  the  wounded  or  worn-out 
soldier,  it  was  not  so  now,  and  the  in-pension  system  was  by  no  means 
popular  with  the  British  army.  The  soldier  preferred  the  out-pension, 
which  allowed  him  to  live  with  his  family.  He  denit  d  that  any  sol¬ 
dier  had  ever  paid,  towards  the  erection  or  support  of  these 
establishments,  a  shilling  of  money  which  could  properly  be 
called  his  own.  He  admitted  that  the  land  upon  which  Kil- 
inainham  Hospital  stood  was  inalienable  except  by  act  of  par¬ 
liament,  but  asserted  that  any  government  could  discontinue  the 
admission  of  in-pensionrrs.  He  went  on  to  say  that  tliere  was  ample 
room  at  CheUea  for  all  in-pensioners  of  the  British  army,  but  that 
not  a  man  would  be  moved  from  Kilmainham  who  was  entitled  to  his 
room  there.  But  Kilmainham  tvas  kept  up  rather  for  show  than  use, 
many  uthcers  of  high  rank  having  quarters  there,  an^  hut  a  small 
part  of  the  building  being  appropriated  lu'^ls  original  object.  On  the 
grounirs  of  the  unpopularity  and  want  of  economy  of  the  system  he 
was  in  favour  of  its  discontinuance  ;  but  all  that  had  been  done  at 
present  was  to  order  thtt  no  person  should  he  admitted  into  Kilinain- 
hani  without  the  knowledge  of  himself,  as  administrator  of  the  funds 

voted  by  parliament. - Sir  DE  LAf^Y  EVANS  was  surprised  to 

hear  no  stronger  a  defence.  He  contended  tliat  both  Ciielsea  and  kil- 
mdinhum  were  most  economical  cstablisliments,  and  as  a  soldier  he 
attaclied  great  importance  to  their  existence.  And  as  to  llie  plea  of 
unpopularity,  if  that  were  true,  why  was  not  ('helsea  to  he  abolished  1 
He  denied  the  unpopularity,  and  thought  tliat  econuniy  a  bad  one  which 
was  to  be  niaiiitained  at  the  expense  of  maimed  soldieii.  — Col. 
KAWDUN  earnestly  opposed  the  abolition  of  Kilmainliam,  as  did

Coffee-house,  I’stcruoster  row,  in  pursuance  of  an  advertisement,  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  they  were  convened  “  on  important  business 
connected  with  the  Exhibition Mr  8t  John,  of  New  York,  in  the  chair. 
Previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  business,  an  application  was  made 
by  some  reporters  to  be  present.  A  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  their  admission,  when  a  resolution  was  agreed  to  that  they  would 
be  allowed  in  the  room  on  condition  that  their  report  should  be  subject 
to  revision.  This  was,  of  course,  refused,  u|»on  which  some  of  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  daily  press  went  away.  At  a  subsequent  pcriotl  another 
reporter  enterod  the  room,  but  he  was  nut  allowed  to  take  notes.  The 
meeting  proceeded  to  discuss  a  series  of  resolutions  which  had  been  pre 
pared  at  a  previous  meeting,  hold  at  the  same  place,  on  Saturday  last,  the 
purport  of  which  was  that  they  strongly  opposed  the  appointment  of  tiie 
jurors  to  decide  on  tho  relative  merits  of  tho  foreign  contributions,  also 
to  the  adjudication  of  the  bronxe  medals  as  prises  by  the  royal  commis¬ 
sioners,  when  awards  of  much  greater  value  had  been  promised,  which 
they  considered  not  keeping  faith  with  contributors ;  they  also  objected 
to  tho  price  of  admission  of' three  guineas  for  a  season  ticket,  strong 
observations  were  made  in  consequence  of  contributors  being  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  erecting  their  own  “fittings.”  It  was  stated  that  English  oon- 
tributors  were  at  the  expense ;  but  in  answer,  it  was  observed  that  tho 
original  understanding  was  that  contributors  should  be  at  no  expense. 
Another  ground  of  complaint  was  in  reference  to  the  delay  in  affording 
protection  to  articles  which  required  a  patent,  and  upon  this  subject  a 
resolution  was  agreed  to,  that  a  deputation  be  appointed  to  wait  on  Sir  G. 
Grey,  intimating  to  him  that  until  some  security  be  given  to  such  eontri- 
butions,  no  packages  should  be  opened.  It  was  alleged  that  the  object  of 
the  delay  in  obtaining  a  law  was  a  covenant  not  to  take  advantage  of  any 
new  invention  or  original  design.  At  the  close  of  the  proceedings  the 
reporter  asked  to  look  at  the  resolutions,  but  on  a  show  of  hands  this  was 
refused.

LAW  COURTS 


Tnx  -Casb  or  Miss  Kvavnk  Talbot. — In  the  Court  of  Cbanoery, 
last  Saturlay,  two  petitions  were  heard  on  the  part  of  Miss  Augusta 
Talbot  to  procure  arrangements  by  the  Lord  Chanoellor  for  her  future 
residence.  Certain  affidavits  having  been  file<l  in  the  matter  only  on 
the  night  before,  Mr  Bolt  and  Mr  Page  Wood  both  required  time  to 
file  affidavits  in  reply,  which  the  Lord  Chancellor  said  he  should 
certainly  grant  if  required  ;  in  the  mean  time  he  would  take  that 
op|K>rtunity  of  making  an  observation  upon  certain  statements  that 
had  lieeii  put  forth  respecting  the  case.  In  the  autumn  of  last  year, 
when  on  a  visit  to  the  Karl  of  Shrewsbury,  a  converaation  had  taken 
place  between  Miss  Talbot  amt  himself  which  proved  her  to  be  a  very 
intelligent  person.  Subsequently  he  was  informed  by  the  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury  that  she  had  gone  to  a  convent,  and  a  statement  bad 
roi'ently  appeared  that  she  had  done  so  with  his  (the  Lord  Chaiioellor's) 
consent.  Now,  there  was  no  foundation  whatever  for  that  assertion, 

I  for  he  » as  not  even  aware  of  such  a  step  having  lieen  taken  until 
iiiforincd  of  the  fact.  On  a  recent  occasion  Mr  Craven  Berkeley  had 
applied  to  him,  in  his  private  room  at  the  House  of  Lords,  for  a 
hnlteat  rorput,  which  he  hail  thought  right  to  refuse,  both  on  account 
of  tho  application  having  lieen  made  in  private,  which  he  considered 
improper,  and  also  brcatise  it  was  ap|»areiit  that  there  were  some 
in:iccuracies  in  the  petition  upon  which  the  application  had  been 
founded.  Mr  Berkeley  had  pressed  for  tho  issuing  of  the  writ  on  the 
alleged  supposition  that  the  interests  of  the  young  lady  required 
iiiimcdiatc  iuterferonce,  and  upon  his  (the  Lord  Chancellor’s)  refusal 
to  hoar  the  case  in  any  other  way  than  the  usual  one,  namely.  In 
o|)oii  court,  Mr  Berkeley  said  that  ho  should  present  a  petition  to 
the  House  of  Commons.  As  the  matter  had  now  been  brought 
liefure  him,  and  the  parties  were  in  court,  Alie  only  object  that  any 
one  had  in  view  ought  to  bo  the  interest  and  oomfort  of  the  young 
lady.  He  might,  at  the  same  time,  observe,  that  he  had  received  a 
letter  from  Miss  Talbot,  which  he  would  hand  to  Mr  Rolt,  who  could 
allow  Mr  Wood  to  see  it,  and  at  the  same  time  he  (tbe  Lord  Chancellor) 
would  state  that  bo  did  not  think  it  right  to  allow  the  young  lady  to 
remain  in  the  convent,  ami  should  therefore  order  that  sucli  an  arrauge- 
iiient  should  be  made  as  would  provide  for  her  future  safe  residcuoe 
ami  comfort  during  the  remainder  of  her  minority,  for  which  pur¬ 
pose  he  should  direct  a  reference  to  the  Masirr  to  inquire  and  refiort 
what  would  be  requisite  for  that  purpose,  and  draw  out  a  scheme  in 
accordance.  That  order  might  be  made  at  once. — Mr  Pa:e  Wood 
interposed,  and  said  that  he  thought  the  facts  which  had  been 
brought  out  in  the  examination  of  the  young  lady  alone  were  not 
by  any  means  the  whole  of  tbe  facts  material  to  the  dciferiuioation  of 
the  case.  There  were  statements  and  facts  of  thegreat^t  iiiiportauoe 
in  the  affidavits,  and  most  material  as  to  what  |>assed«t  the  inter¬ 
view  between  her  and  her  stepfather,  Mr  Berkeley,  as  t\the  admis¬

It  appeared,  from  the  statements  given  before  the  Coininittee  of  Al¬ 
dermen,  that  at  three  o’clock  in  the  day  a  gentlemen  who  was  driving 
in  his  gig  was  exposed  to  imminent  risk  of  life  by  coming  in  contact 
with  about  100  head  of  cattle.  No  doubt  the  police  were  in  the 


signatures  would  be  inquired  into  elsewhere.  It  was  bis  firm  belief 
that  if  the  city  of  London  were  polled,  nine  out  of  ten  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants  would  be  decidedly  opposed  to  Sniithfield  and  its  neighbour¬ 
hood.
